BIRCH BORER 
IS DESCRIBED 


Causes Most Damage to 
Trees if Careless 
Cutting: Is Done 


The bronze birch borer, often 
described as the Avorst pest In­ 
festing logged-over lands, takes 
a lower jilace as a tree destroyer 
when compared with soil changes, 
mechanical damage during 
log­ 
ging, insects and fungi, states 
a 
new liulletin of the I ’niversity of 
Michigan School of Forestry and 
Consei-vation, whiidi describes the 
damage to youn.g trees during and 
after logging operations. 


Cutting out the tall trees brings 
important 
temperature 
changes 
to tho smaller growth, especially 
in the ‘'duff.’’ or fallen leaves and 
tw'igs around the roots, variations 
in quick 
lieating 
and 
cooling 
wliicii seric)usly 
affetf 
growth, 
states Ralph 
Hall, bulletin au­ 
thor, formerly t)f the Universiiy 
and now assistant (oitomologist, 
U, S. Department of Agricultur'“.
